Auburn fans: 
The ultimate 
tree buggers

AUBURN, Ala. Hundreds of Auburn Uni- 
versity fans rallied Saturday under their 
beloved oak trees, hoping against hope 
that the trees poisoned— allegedly by a 
disgruntled University of Alabama fan— 
might yet be saved. 

“The/ re Auburn. The/re the heart of 
the town. They’re 130 years old. And you 
can’t squish what these trees are,” said 
Kristen Easterling, a junior at Auburn 
University 

The trees’ plight— university scientists 
say its doubtful they can survive the poi- 
soning with a harsh herbicide— has even 
helped bind the deep-seated rivalry be- 
tween Auburn fans and their cross-state 
arch rival, the University of Alabama. 

More than 50,000 people have joined 
aFacebookpage calledTide forToomers, 
whose organizers said on the page that 
supporters have raised nearly $32,000 
to help support efforts to save or replace 
the trees. 

“I’ve never felt more strongly bound to 
people in my state than now,” said Erin 
St. John, who organized Saturday’s rally 
“We’ve always said we have a huge rival- 
ry; it’s one if the biggest rivalries in the 
south if not the nation. And yet ’Bama 
fans are telling us constantly they really 
regret what happened, that they are on 
our side, and that they’re praying for the 
Toomer’s trees.” 

For generations. Auburn fans have 
thronged to the trees, which are named 
for a historic drugstore nearby to cel- 
ebrate and “roll” the trees with toilet 
paper. The latest significant celebration 
was after the Auburn Tigers defeated Or- 
egon for the national football champion- 
ship Jan. 10. 

On Thursday Auburn police arrested 
Harvey Updyke Jr., 62, on a charge of 
criminal mischief for dousing the soil 
around the trees with a herbicide com- 
monly used to kill trees and brush.

MADISON, WIS. The ongoing budget show- 
down in Wisconsin isn’t the first time state 
legislators have fled a state, left a building 
or refused to show when votes were called.

actions to make a point. 

“We have a very diverse society” said 
Karl Kurtz, director of the Trust for Repre- 
sentative Democracy at the National Con- 
ference of State Legislatures. “Legislatures 
are where public policies are fought out. By 
nature, it is a messy process.” 

Republican Gov Scott Walker said he is 
trying to address a $137 million shortfall in 
the state budget. He wants public employ- 
ees to pay more for their benefits, and he 
wants to eliminate most of their collective 
bargaining rights. 

Walker called on 14 Democratic lawmak- 


ers to return to the state capital to vote on 
the measure Friday Most or all of them 
traveled to Illinois. 

“You can’t operate a democracy if people 
don’t show up,” he said. 

Republican lawmakers asked the gov- 
ernor to send state troopers to look for 
Democratic Senate leader Mark Miller, but 
he was not found, CNN affiliate WISC re- 
ported Friday 

Although he might have the votes to pass 
the bill in the legislature, the problem for 
Walker is getting a quorum in the Senate. 

The defecting lawmakers say they won’t 
return until Walker agrees to negotiate with 
a teachers union on his proposals to reduce 
the state’s budget deficit by cutting benefits 
for the union’s members. 

They also want language removed from 
the bill that critics say threatens the exis- 
tence of all public employee unions in the 
state.

Quora: The next 
big thing online 

When Ferris Bueller was talking about life moving pretty fast, he 
could have been talking about social media. If you don’t stop and look 
around once in a while, you could miss it. 

The best advances in social media don’t come from the players try- 
ing to imitate what’s already in the space, they come from companies 
that think creatively Enter Quora. It’s a little bit of Facebook and a 
little bit of Linkedin, but what it’s not, despite many attempts at com- 
parison, is another Wkipedia. There are elements of other platforms, 
but the overall execution is unique. 

According to Quota’s “about” page, Quora is “a continually improv- 
ing collection of questions and answers created, edited and organized 
by everyone who uses it.” 

Wkipedia is more like an encyclopedia than a hub of information. 
While you can edit a Wikipedia entry, the information you add must 
be established and a matter of record, or else it likely will be removed 
by other editors. Quora lets you ask questions and curate answers, 
plus interact with a robust community 

Not convinced yet? That’s OK. Try this: 

1. Sign up at quora.com 

2. In the box at the top that reads “Search Questions, Topics and 
People,” type in something broad, such as “Chicago.” Or anything you 
know something about and would like to comment on. 

3. ^u’ll see lots of questions pop up that you can choose to answer. 
Or, you can ask your own question. 

What amazes me is that you’ll see responses from people that actu- 
ally understand the topic you’re researching. For example, someone 
asked the best way to move from Pullman, Wash., to Chicago, a ques- 
tion fielded by the communications director of a moving company 
Who better to answer than someone with experience in interstate 
moves, right? Even more amazing is that the person answering wasn’t 
trying to drive business to her website— she just gave a really helpful 
response. 

Helpful + community - pretentiousness = Quora. 

So unlike Wikipedia, where sore-losing Justin Bieber fans hacked 
the page of Grammy winner Esperanza Spalding with hateful rhetoric, 
you can actually discuss Justin Bieber the topic (if you’re into that sort 
of thing) with a music expert— or maybe a hairstylist. 

While researching this column, I did a simple search for pizza, 
which led to a Link asking for the best places for pizza in Pittsburgh. 
That’s something I know a lot about, but I noticed my favorite spot 
wasn’t mentioned. I added my thoughts, and now I’m hoping at least 
one person will get the chance to enjoy the best sHce between New 
York and Chicago. 

When you sign up for Quora, let me know what you think. Tweet 
me, poke me— just tell me. Search for my name from within Quora 
and follow me. I’ll follow you back.

NEW STORES, COMPETITION GOOD NEWS FOR CHICAGO SHOPPERS

Supervalu Inc., the supermarket giant that 
owns Jewel-Osco, is opening five Save-A-Lot 
discount grocery stores on the South Side 
this week. It’s also closing a Jewel store, signs 
of the rapidly changing and increasingly cut- 
throat grocery business. 

Targeting areas like the South Side is a new 
phenomenon for grocers. Inner cities have 
been so neglected that the term “food desert” 
was coined to describe the lack of available 
fresh produce. 

But with competition fierce and 43 mil- 
lion Americans on food stamps, companies 
such as Supervalu see an opportunity to put 
smaller stores in urban areas where Wal-Mart 
and other megastores have had a tougher time 


securing approvals. 

Save-A-Lot plans to open as many as 30 
stores in the Chicago area during the next 
three years. 

Batavia-based Aldi Inc., another dis- 
counter, also is opening a store this week in 
Harwood Heights, with at least four more 
to come by year’s end. Aldi has opened more 
than 35 Chicago stores in the past five years. 

Both chains promise customers between 
40 percent and 50 percent savings compared 
with traditional supermarkets. They do it by 
offering fewer items, about 1,400 compared 
with about 35,000 in a supermarket, and rely- 
ing on private-label products. Smaller stores 
also keep overhead low. 

Chicago is considered a key battleground 


for the changing grocery landscape. Jonathan 
Feeney an analyst with financial services firm 
Janney wrote in a December research note 
that any major grocery player, or any new 
store format, should test the Chicago market 
first to see how it stacks up against Wal-Mart , 
Costco, Aldi and Whole Foods. The competi- 
tion has been good for consumers. 

“Chicago for many years was one of the 
most expensive food markets because there 
were two retailers and not a lot of competi- 
tion,” said Phil Lempert, a grocery industry 
consultant and onetime Tribune columnist. 

Now, Lempert said, “I think we’re going to 
see more stores close [and] more new formats 
opening up, especially in the downtown Chi- 
cago area.”

Woman killed in fire 

□ A woman was killed and more 
than 100 people were left home- 
less in a Brooklyn apartment fire that was 
propelled by heavy winds before it was 
brought under control early Sunday, au- 
thorities said. 

Emergency plane landing 

□ A Delta Air Lines flight with 140 pas- 
sengers on board suffered engine 
failure over Florida and made an emer- 
gency landing Sunday, with no injuries to 
passengers or crew, authorities said. 

Search for party shooter 

□ Police in Gwinnett County, Ga., spent 
Sunday looking for a gunman who 
opened fire at a party, injuring five teens. 
The incident took place Saturday night in 
the Snellville area, about 25 miles north- 
east of downtown Atlanta. 

Military brass visits Mideast 

□ Adm. Mike Mullen, the chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, arrived in 
the Middle East on Sunday for talks with 
military and civilian leaders in a region 
where popular uprisings and political tur- 
moil have captured world attention 
for weeks. 

House OKs $61 B cut 

□ The House of Representatives voted 
on Saturday to cut federal spend- 
ing by $61 billion through September. But 
the Republican measure likely will die be- 
cause Democrats who control the Senate 
oppose it and President Obama vowed to 
veto it. 


Hundreds killed, hurt 
in vioient Libyan revoit 


TRIPOLI, LIBYA Members of a Libyan 
army unit told Benghazi residents on 
Sunday they had defected and “liberated” 
Libya’s second city from troops supporting 
veteran leader Muammar Gaddafi, two resi- 
dents said. 

Habib al-Obaidi, who heads the inten- 
sive care unit at the main Al-Jalae hospital, 
and lawyer Mohamed al-Mana told Reuters 
members of the “Thunderbolt” squad had 
arrived at the hospital with soldiers wound- 
ed in clashes with Gaddafi’s personal guard. 

“They are now saying that they have 
overpowered the Praetorian Guard and 
that they have joined the people’s revolt,” 
al-Mana said by telephone. It was not pos- 


sible to independently verify the report. 

Obaidi said the bodies of 50 people Icilled 
Sunday had arrived at the hospital in the 
late afternoon. Most had died from bullet 
wounds. 

Sunday’s bloodshed follows the deaths 
of scores of protesters Saturday in one of 
the most violent days since protests be- 
gan sweeping through the Arab world two 
months ago. 

Residents said tens, perhaps hundreds 
of thousands of protesters had taken to the 
streets of the city to bury scores of dead 
killed in the past 24 hours. A witness said 
security forces opened fire on them. 

U.S. officials said they were “gravely 


concerned” by what they called credible 
reports that hundreds of people had been 
injured or killed. 

“Libyan officials have stated their com- 
mitment to protecting and safeguarding the 
right of peaceful protest. We call upon the 
Libyan government to uphold that com- 
mitment and hold accountable any secu- 
rity officer who does not act in accordance 
with that commitment,” State Department 
spokesman Philip Crowley said. 

Protesters, inspired by uprisings in neigh- 
boring Tunisia and Egypt, are demanding an 
end to the 41-year rule of strongman Gad- 
dafi. His security forces have responded 
with a violent crackdown.

“It should be very hard for people to go to 
the hole,” Rose said. “We’re not a fast-break 
team right now because {3 8 -year-old] Kurt 
[Thomas] is kind of old. ... But when Joakim 
comes back, he is going to speed the game up 
and give us a lot of energy out there.”

First quarter 

» Kobe Bryant of L.A. blows by Rose with 
8:51 left for a dunk that helps the West jump 
out to an early 8-6 lead. No biggie. There’s 
no defense played in the All-Star Game any- 
way, right. Derrick? 

»The East gets off to a slow start — they were 
stuck at 10 points with 5:31 left in the quarter, 
but Rose assists on two of those points. He 
grabs a rebound off a Bryant miss and feeds 
a driving Amar’e Stoudemire for a slam that 
pulls the East to within five points. 

Second quarter 

» Rose finally takes a shot at 11:04 the sec- 
ond quarter, but despite getting a couple of 
bounces on the rim, it doesn’t fall. 

» In a flurry of action a couple minutes into 
the second. Rose picks up two assists: one 


to Joe Johnson of Atlanta for a three, and an- 
other to Miami’s LeBron James for a finger- 
roll layup. 

»Then, at 8:36 of the quarter, the Rose we 
all know and love almost appears. On a fast 
break, he drives the lane and floated to the 
hoop but can’t finish as his layup fell just 
short. Even on the miss, though, he draws 
some “oohs” and “aaahs” from the crowd at 
the Staples Center. 

» Here we go: At 6:57, Rose dribbles up 
court, crosses over at the top of the key, 
then drives to the basket and lays one in for 
his first two points of the night. As Bulls an- 
nouncer Stacey King might say: “Too big, 
too fast, too strong, too good.” 

Third quarter 

» Rose doesn’t waste anytime in the second 



half, scoring on a pretty driving reverse la- 
yup at 11:27 that makes it a lo-point deficit 
for the East. 

» He misses his next shot, but then James 
feeds him for a layup at 9:06 that requires 
a little midair adjustment to avoid a block. 
Rose’s bucket is part of an 8-0 run by the 
East. 

»James connects with Rose again a few min- 
utes later for another layup, giving him eight 
points.

Trevor Bayne held on for the final two laps to become 
the youngest winner of the Daytona 500 in his second 
race in NASCAR’s Sprint Cup series. 

“Our first 500, are you kidding me?” Bayne said. 
“Wow This is unbelievable.” 

It’s the first time a driver has won in his debut at the 
stock-car league’s event, dubbed the “Great American 
Race,” since Lee Petty won the first edition in 1959. 

Bayne, whose 20th birthday was Saturday drove the 


208-lap race in 4 hours, 2 minutes, 59 seconds. Carl Ed- 
wards was second and David Gilliland finished third at 
the 2.5-mile track in Daytona Beach, Fla. 

The previous youngest winner was Jeff Gordon, who 
was 25 when he finished first in 1997. 

“I’ve never been to a race track with this many people 
here, and to win on this kind of platform is incredible,” 
Bayne said in a televised interview. “I didn’t know how 
to get to Victory Lane.”

Rocker Lee DeWyze opens up about life after reality show win 


Reigning ‘American Idol” champion and 
Mount Prospect native Lee DeWyze 
has a theory about the booing that took 
place when he performed during halftime 
of the NFC Championship between the 
Bears and Green Bay Packers at Soldier 
Field last month. 

“The Packers were going off the field 
while I was going on the field,” De- 
Wyze said before performing eight songs 
at Thursday^ s Rock the Vote mayoral 
debate after-party at Rockit Bar & Grill 
in River North. 

“It was awkward going out there while 
{Bears fans] were booing the Packers, but 
the crowd showed me love. I had a lot of 
fun.” 

Well, as much fun as a pop star can 
have performing in front of football fans 
whose team was down 14-0. But DeWyze 
— a Chicago sports fan himself —knew 
what he was getting into. 

“They want to see a football game,” 


DeWyze said. “They don’t want to see 
me up there with an acoustic guitar.” 

The reception was warmer when 
DeWyze appeared at Wrigley Field in 
May to throw out the first pitch before 
a Cubs game. Back then, he was making 
his first trip back home since becoming 
an “Idol” finalist. 

“There were a lot of fans there with 
Lee shirts,” DeWyze said of his Wrigley 
experience. “It was amazing. That’s my 
favorite baseball team. I brought home 
a title, now we need {the Cubs] to bring 
home a title.” 

After winning the “Idol” title in Vlay 
DeWyze hit the road with the American 
Idol Live! Tour in July and in November 
released “Live It Up,” which debuted 
at No. 19 on the Billboard chart with 
39,000 albums sold. 

The raspy-voiced singer said a solo 
tour, which will include several universi- 
ties, is in the works. He also revealed he 


is in the early stages of writing his next 
album (he co-wrote most of the songs on 
“Live It Up”). 

DeWyze lives in California after hav- 
ing lived in Mount Prospect and Oak 
Park. He seemed almost apologetic 
about the move, saying “California is 
where all my work is, but this is where 
I’m from, and I’ll always love it.” 

Asked what he has learned about the 
music industry since winning “Idol,” 
DeWyze responded “Everything... but it’s 
a matter of staying true to yourself and 
not letting people push you around. The 
label agreed not to do that. They have 
my back 100 percent and know I’ve got 
there’s.” 

So his label never once asked him to 
get rid of the scruffy facial hair? 

“No,” DeWyze responded. ‘And If 
they did, I wouldn’t do it. They know me 
and know I’m going to do what I’m going 
do. That’s been my M.O. for a long time.”
